Boston, Dee, 20—A strike of the em-
ployes of the West End Street Rallway
company was inaugurated at 545 this
morping, Al the drivers, moturmen,
and conductors, Lo the number of 3,500
men, wie afMectsl. The other cmployes
of the compauny ore in full sympathy
with the strikers aml muay quit work al
any time that that eeeasion defhands it

The strike was only  aveomplished
through  the men  revolting  ugainst
thelr leaders’ counsels,

The men have po complalnt to make
un necount of pay. They are ready to
admit that they are the best  paid
street ruilway employes in the country.
They inslst thut they shall not
called to work more thian ten hours
In twelve; that thelr union be recogs
niged a8 prevresenting  them oflicially,
wnd that all dealings between the com-
pany and men be made througli the
urom under an agreciment.

Armenlan Patriarch Sends in His Re.

signation---Asked 1o Perjure Him-
sell and Betray His Compatriots,

London, Dec. 2.—A Constantinople
dispaten to the Chrondele suys that the
sultan hus invited the Armenlan pa-
trlarch, Mgr. Ormanian, to slgn a doe-
ument admitting that the Armeninns
were solely responsible for the recent
troubles, thanking the sultan for his
clemency, declaring on behall of the
Armeniuns that they are completely sat-
istled with the reforms instituted, amd
they are not desirous of foreign Inter-
ference, The Chronlele’s  correspond-
enl suys;

“The patriarch refused to =lgn this
statement; he left the patriarchate, and
#ent hix resignation to the Porte. It
hag not ver been accepted,”

The election of Myr. Maghalka Or-
minlan, the superior of the moniastery
of Armash, Nlcomedia, by the Nation-
wl Armenlan association, was sane-
tloned by the sultun on November IS,
much to the satlsfactlon of Armen-
lans, who hoped through this selec-
tiun that the feuds between the sultan
and his Cheistian subjects would goon
be settled, The new patriarch studied
theology at Home, where he was or-
dalned a priest, He was admitted in
the presénce of Plus IX. to a theolog-
lenl discussion, at the end of which he
obtained the tirst diploma of Doctor of
Divinity,

On his return to Consgtantinople he
Jolned, about 1478, the Natlong) Armen-
lan echurch, together with many Ar-
menian families who had belunged o
the Roman Catholic church, After
having exercised for three years the
functions of prelute of the Armenians
at Ergeroum, he was consecrated
Lighop by Monsignor  Magar, His
patriotie tendencies having excited the
suspicions of the Turkish authorities,
he was recalled to Constantinople.
